Thief cuts hole in wall, pawns items

Man attempts to conceal gun in pants

On April Fools Day an Irvine man 
was arrested for cutting a hole in the 
wall of a room where he was a guest 
and removing items to sell at a pawn 
shop. 

According to a report from the 
Irvine Police Department, Charles J. 
Nutter, 35, of 220 Hood Avenue, was 
arrested after he cut a hole into the 
side of a room to gain access to tools 
and other items. He was staying in 
the building as a guest. 

The room had only one door to the 
outside, and he cut a hole into the dry 


wall going into the other part of the 
building, which the owner did not 
allow him to access, and removed 
items. 

Nutter told the owner that he 
removed a hammer drill and pawned 
it at Dollar Deals. He also pawned a 
Dell laptop and a flat screen television 
that were loaned to him by the victim 
for his personal use. 

Nutter was charged with burglary, 
third, for theft by unlawful taking, 
and for theft for failure to make 
required disposition of property. 

His bond was set at $5000 cash.

On April 1 the Irvine Police

The bumper stickers on 
Tammy Cox’s pickup truck 
reveal how much she loves 
horses, as do the slogans on 
the t-shirts she sells in her 
tack shop. 

“A womans place is on a 
horse.” “The more people 
I meet, the better I like my 
horse.” “Cowgirls rule,” they 
say. 

Tammy collects carved 
horses, and paintings of 
horses and horseshoe art 
adorn her walls. 

She got her first pony 
when she was 12 years old, 
but Tammy’s father, Carl 
McMaine, says she’s been 
riding “every time she got 
around a horse” or pretty 
much all her life. 

Her love of horses is 
something “I don’t try to 
hide,” she says with a laugh. 

Tammy’s interest in horses 
has evolved from hobby 
to business over the years. 
She opened “Hillside Tack” 
about twenty years ago in a 
small room on the side of her 
house. 

About a year ago, she 
started on a large log addition 
to her home, where she now 


houses her newly expanded 
tack shop. 

Last weekend, Tammy and 
her husband Kenny hosted 
an open house at the shop, 
where just about anything 
horse-related can be bought 
or traded for. 

The smells of leather and 
cedar greet all who enter. 
Located on the southeastern 
edge of the county toward 
Brushy Mountain on 
Highway 1209, it’s a 
cowgirl’s—or cowboy’s— 
dream store. 

Now Tammy has plenty of 
space in her storeroom for 
saddle repair and restoration. 
She also makes chaps and 
chinks (a shorter version of 
chaps) to custom fit, and she 
makes belts and bridles to 
order too. 

She sells artwork made by 
her friends, as well as lots 
of western-themed apparel, 
including blankets, boots 
and clothing. 

Tammy is a trained 
paralegal, but she’s chosen 
to focus on her homegrown 
business and take care of her 
many critters. 

She and Kenny own ten 
horses, one of which is a

recruited other slaves to 
join the Union Army with 
him to fight for the ultimate 
freedom of all enslaved 
Americans. 

Like these examples, 
each story highlights the 
importance of personal 


choice in shaping Kentucky’s 
history.

Time to fix government

In 1965, the chairman of the powerful Ways 
and Means Committee, Wilbur Mills, brought 
legislation establishing Medicare and Medicaid to 
the floor of the U.S. House. That was my first year 
in Congress, and I remember vividly the moment 
when Mills came to the Democratic caucus to 
explain his plans. 

Many of us had been swept into office in the 
1964 Democratic wave that accompanied Lyndon 
Johnson’s election, and we had an overwhelming 
majority in Congress. We could pass any bill 
we wanted. But Mills argued forcefully that we 
shouldn’t. It was crucial, he said, that we get 
bipartisan support for the measure: passing the 
law was one thing, but what really counted was 
its implementation. With bipartisan support, 
the odds were much higher that the highly 
controversial measure could be rolled out 
effectively. 

So despite the grumbling of some members 
of the caucus, Mills made significant 
accommodations to find common ground with 
Republicans, and eventually 70 of them — half 
their caucus — joined us to pass the bill. 

Mills was playing a very smart game. What 
he understood was that in the end, Americans’ 
lives would be affected not by what happened in 
Congress, but by what the federal government did 
with the law it was handed. 

There are times these days when a story like 
that, about someone in Washington caring about 
the government’s effectiveness, feels as quaint 
as a tale about knights and dragons. Plenty of 
good, competent people serve both in Congress 
and within the ranks of the executive branch, but 
after years of abject failure — from the response 
to Hurricane Katrina to the initial rollout of the 
Affordable Care Act to the cost overruns, delays, 
and mismanagement that too often characterize 
federal programs — it’s hard to argue that the 


government is filled with people who know how 
to make it a model of efficiency and effectiveness. 

Some are too busy just trying to carry out policy. 
Others think government’s too big; they’re not 
interested in improving it, just in cutting it. Some 
use government to help their friends and allies. 
And some in Congress will be darned if they’ll 
let a drive for efficiency close a military base or 
federal office complex in their district. 

I’m reminded, though, of a famous quote by 
Alexander Hamilton: “A government ill-executed, 
whatever may be the theory, in practice is poor 
government.” Our government has become so big, 
complex, and riddled with competing agendas 
that its performance — its ability to execute 
faithfully the law — is terribly compromised. 
As NYU Professor Paul Light points out, there 
are too many decision-makers, too many bases 
to touch, too many layers of management, too 
many managers in each layer, and too little 
accountability. 

These are crucial matters to fix. Not only do 
Americans want to see better performance from 
their government, but federal executives — 
including the President — cannot achieve their 
policy objectives unless those under them are 
competent and high-performing. We have to 
rethink and transform how government does 
its business — not just on a one-shot basis, but 
constantly. 

Light has probably thought harder about 
these issues than anyone else inside or outside 
government, and there are a number of 
recommendations he and others make: 

— We have to cut the number of political 
appointees. In the federal government alone, they 
number roughly 3,000, and often don’t win their 
positions by merit. 

— We have to reduce the layers of management, 
and reduce the sheer number of people employed 
by government. 

— Outsourcing has gotten out of hand. In 
theory, private-sector contractors save taxpayers 
money. In reality, Light’s research shows, they can 


cost us twice as much. 

— Current civil service rules make it almost 
impossible to hire, promote, and fire based on 
merit. That has to change. 

Government today is highly pressured and 
deals with tough, complicated problems. It needs 
to be able to recruit and retain first-rate talent; 
you don’t want a second-rate lawyer negotiating a 
nuclear arms treaty. 

Unless we deal with these problems, failure is 
baked into the system. The American people have 
to demand that the President and the Congress 
not just enact legislation, but also implement and 
manage government programs effectively and 
efficiently.

It is the 
beginning of Chapter 7 of Hallie Johnstones book History 
ofEstill County. 

Chapter 7 

Unusual Events in Estill County & Kentucky 

Miscellaneous Firsts 

The first woman to own a piece of land in Kentucky was 
Susannah Boone, daughter of Daniel Boone, who every early 
obtained a patent for a tract of land in Madison County 

The first marriage in Kentucky was that of Samuel Henderson 
to Elizabeth Calloway, August 7, 1776. Their daugher, Fannie 
Henderson, born in 1777 was the first white child born to 
parents married in the state. 

The first plow stock manufactured was made by William 
Pogue at Harrodsburg in 1770. Pogue also made the first loom. 
His wife brought the first spinning wheel to the state and wove 
from the lint of nettles the first piece of linen, and from buffalo 
wool the first piece of linsey. 

The first grist mill in the state operated by water power, was 
perhaps one built by Capt. John McMurty, near Shakertown, 
Mercer County, in 1782. 

The first paper mill in Kentucky was erected by Elijah Craig, 
near Georgetown in 1792. 

The first apple seeds were planed in Mercer County by 
members of the McAfee Company in 1775. The first peach 
seeds were planted by Dr. Thomas Walker and his party. They 
also built the first house and raised The first crop of corn 
cultivated by white men near Barbourville, Kentucky in 1750. 

The first wagon, of which history gives an account was driven 
over Smiths wagon road from Lexington to Maysville in 1782 
by a man by tghe name of Smith. 

The first steamboat, or model of one, in the world was 
constructed at Lexington by John Fitch, in 1785. 

The first railroad, about one mile in length, was built by 
James Van Meter in 1832. The cars were drawn by horses. 

The first ferry was established at Boonesboro in 1775. 

The first sermon preached in Kentucky was delivered by Rev. 
John Lythe, of the Church of England in 1775. 

The first school at Boonesboro was taught by Joseph 
Doniphan in 1779. 

The first store in Kentucky was that of the Transylvania 
Company at Harrodsburg. 

The first road made by white men in Kentucky was Boones 
Trace. 

The first court of the state was held at Harrodsburg in 1774. 

The first permanent English settlement was at Harrodsburg 
in 1775. 

The first house built by Englishmen was Dr. Thomas Walker’s 
cabin on Cumberland River in 1750. 

The first French settlement in the state was established at 
point opposite the mouth of the Scioto River in 1750. 

The first Dutchmen to visit Kentucky were a small company 
who established the White Oak settlement in Madison County 
circa 1780. 

The first Englishmen to visit Kentucky were those under the 
leadership of Col. Wood, who in 1754, explored the northern 
boundary of the state. 

The first white native American to visit Kentucky was John 
Sailing, of Virginia, who in 1730, was carried as a prisoner by 
the Indians through the state. 

The first Frenchmen to view any portion of the state were 
a small band of fur trappers, who in 1673, traveled in canoes 
down the Mississippi as far as the mouth of the Arkansas River. 

The first white woman that ever saw Kentucky was Mrs. 
Ingle, who in 1756, was taken a prisoner by the Indians to Big 
Bone Lick, Boone County. 

The first lawyer in Kentucky was John Williams, manager of 
the Transylvania Company. 

The first horses were brought to the state in 1750 by Walker; 
the first cattle and hogs by Boone and his companions in 1775. 

Estill’s First Visitors 

The part of Kentucky which is now Estill County was first 
mentioned in history by a Frenchman leading a band of Indians 
over the trail from Detroit to Mobile between 1650-1670. 

Sweet Springs, (Estill Springs) was first mentioned by 
McAfees party as they followed the trail in 1773, when the 
party stopped to drink water from the springs. He and his party 
went on exploring and claimed the present site of Frankfort. 

Dr. Walker and his party claimed to have been the first white 
men to have set foot on the soil of Kentucky, which included 


Estill County in 1750. 

Montgomery Howard, a Mexican soldier, stated that his 
father had passed the Estill Springs with packhorses when he 
was about 18 years of age. he described the white oak trees as 
growing so close together that the horses could scarcely pass 
through. 

The first expeditions into Kentucky were led by John Finley 
(1767), Daniel Boone (1769) and mcAfee (1773). John Finley 
came with a group of men, whose names are unknown, from 
Virginia by Cumberland Gap to Red River where they met a 
band of Indians and bought fur from them in 1767. 

On June 17, 1769 John Finley returned to Red River in 
company with Daniel Boone, Steward, Halden and Cooke. 

In June, 1775 Daniel Boone and John Boyle were at Estill 
Springs and while there planted some peach seeds. 

In the winter of 1769-1770 and 1771 Col. James Knox was 
at what is now known as Red Lick and there made camp and 
traded with the Indians, thus establishing the first trading 
post. It was here Boone stored his provision while exploring 
this part of Kentucky. The Shawnee Indians were friendly with 
the whites. This encouraged the early settlement of that region 
which is thought to be the first white settlement in what is 
now Estill County. Station Camp took its name from the early 
trading post. 

In March 1782, when Capt. James Estill and his party were 
chasing a group of Wyandotte Indians, who were on the 
warpath, Capt. Estill and his company spent the night at Estill 
Springs. 

Important Estill County Firsts 

Estill County was formed in 1808 by act of January 27, 1800, 
and amended by act of February 19, 1808. It was called Estill 
Courthouse at Sweet Lick until t he city of Irvine was formed 
in 1812. 

The first court was held at Sweet Lick April 1, 1808 in 
the home of Benjamin Holiday. The court ordered that the 
courthouse and jail be built on the land of Thomas Todd. Later, 
this order was rescinded, and they were built on the land of 
Benjamin Holiday; Thomas Todd was given the contract to 
build them. Mr. Todd executed bond with Gen. Green Clay as 
security. 

The first trial of the new court was that of Polly Tinsley, who 
was tried for stealing five pounds of meat from Henry Tucker. 
Polly was permitted to give bond for her appearance in the 
sum of $5. Her bond was signed by 13 leading citizens ofEstill 
County who had the full amount to pay, as “Pretty Polly” forgot 
to keep her engagement with the county judge. 

Judge Abner Quinn, first county judge, was born April 1783. 
Judge Quinn was of pioneer stock and a veteran of the War of 
1812. He was captured in Dudleys Defeat and made to run the 
gauntlet. After making his escape through the forest, he was 
without food for eight days. Almost famished when he found 
his unit, he was given some sewed ribs of horseflesh, which he 
said he “ate with relish.” 

Judge Quinn married Miss Phoebe White on July 22, 1719, 
with whom he lived fifty-two years. They reared a family of ten 
children at their country home at Wagersville. The old home 
has been remodeled. However, a part of it is still retained int he 
present structure, and is in good repair. 

The Quinn farm was owned until recently by descendants of 
Mr. and Mrs. Buford Wilson. There are other descendants, one 
of whom is Mrs. Carlie Witt Miller, who is the proud owner of a 
beautiful quilt made by her grandmother, Mrs. Phoebe Quinn. 

Absolum Oldham a Revolutionary soldier, wa sthe first 
sheriff of the new county. He was appointed by Governor 
Greenup in 1808. Oldham acquired a number of acres of land 
on Drowning Creek. His large brick residence was located near 
the mouth of Drowning Creek. It is said that the bricks from 
which the house was built were made on the farm. 

Robert Clark was Estill County’s first clerk. He lived in the 
first brick house to be built in Irvine. It was later owned by Mrs. 
Mollie Park Gardener and is now the site of our present post 
office. His brother, Bennett Clark, lived on the farm owned by 
the late James West. It is now the site of the present home of 
Robert Welch. 

Bennett Clark was one of the first justices of the peace. He 
is said to have been a skillful lawyer and one of the first to 
practice law in the county. 

Robert Clark was a veteran of the War of 1812 and was made 
to run the gauntlet. He married Frances Shackelford. There 
were no children. They were both devout Christians, devoted 
to their church and country said to have been always interested 
in the welfare of others. 

Clark died February 16, 1852, and the body was buried with 
Masonic honors on the lot where he had lived. When his home 


was dismantled for the erection of the post office, his remains 
were removed to the Oakdale Cemetery together with the 
marble slab which covered his grave. 

Other brothers of Robert Clark were, Christian, Patterson B., 
and Governor James Clark. Their parents, Robert and Susan 
Clark, emigrated from Virginia to Kentucky at an early period 
and settled in what is now Clark County. 

Judge Samuel McDowell of Danville held the first circuit 
court in Estill County. 

Among the first cases tried at the first term of court was an 
indictment against “Weary Willie” Hatton for vagrancy and one 
against Simon Cockrell Sr. for profanity. Simon Cockrell was 
reputed to have been one of the wealthiest men in the county. 
It is said that he could not keep from damning his should every 
time he spoke. 

On one occasion it was necessary for him to appear before 
the Circuit Court. While before the court he used profanity and 
was fined 5 shilings, the penalty prescribed for such offense. 
Paying his fine, he threw a five dollar bill down on the table; the 
clerk informed him that he could not change it. 

Simon replied that he did not want change, that he would 
swear out the balance. Thereupon, he cursed the court and all 
of its officials, as well as the rest of mankind, exclaiming, “Now 
if you are satisfied, take the bill and go to hell with it.” 

The lawyers who appeard at the bar in the circuit court at this 
period were, Jeramiah Shropshire, Arch Woods, James Garth, 
James Clark and Chilton Allen. 

Judge Samuel McDowell, a native of Rockridge County, 
Virginia, emigrated to Danville, Kentucky in 1784, with 
his wife, Mary McClung McDowell and seven sons and two 
daughters. 

Judge McDowell was one of the judges of the first Kentucky 
court and president of the nine conventions which met at 
Danville between December 27, 1784 and July 26, 1790, to 
frame the constitution of Kentucky. 

The McDowell family, in its various branches and 
connections, was one of the most distinguished families in 
Virginia and Kentucky. Dr. Ephram McDowell was the sixth 
son of Judge McDowell. 

Dr. Ephram McDowell was born in Rockbridge County, 
Virginia, November 11, 1777, died at Danville, Kentucky, June 
20,1830. He married Sally Shelby, daughter of Gov. Shelby, first 
governor of Kentucky. 

In his day he was considered the greatest surgeon in Kentucky, 
and renowned in the history of medical science as the “Father 
of Ovariotomy,” having at Danville on Christmas Day 1809 
successfully removed a large ovarian tumor from Mrs. Jane 
Todd Crwaford. This famous operation was performed without 
anesthetic or sedative. Dr. McDowell, well trained in his studies 
in Edinburgh, performed the operation with complete self- 
confidence, thus establishing the technique throughout the 
world. 

Mrs. Laura Riddell Tuttle of spout Springs, is a direct 
descendant of this famous surgeon and also of Gov. Isaac 
Shelby, Kentucky’s first governor. 

The first marriage was that of Francis Noland to Susan 
McMonegal January 2, 1809 as reported in Annie Walker 
Burns’ historical record of Estill County Marriages-1808 to 
1851 inclusive. 

The first post office was established in he courthouse in 1813. 
Elijah Broaddus was the first postmaster. He received $32.00 
per year as salary. The mail came in once a week by carrier, 
who rode horseback. The postage was paid by the individual 
receiving the mail. 

After crossing the river on the ferryboat, one ascended a 
steep hill which led to the Irvine & Richmond turnpike. During 
1909, the writer crossed this ferry on horseback (sidesaddle) to 
teach at a rural school in a community below Sand Hill. 

During the construction of the railroad bridge nearby, and 
for a number of years following, this ferry was operated by Mr. 
John Groves, one of our best citizens. He was followed by Mr. 
Joe White, a congenial and likable person, with a keen sense 
of humor. 

During our frequent use of the ferry, Mr. Fred Potts operated 
it. Mr. Potts was prompt in his service to the community, was of 
a retiring nature, kind and considerate of the welfare of others. 
The price of crossing by horseback was fifteen cents. The ferry 
just described was known as the “Lower Ferry”. 

The “Middle Ferry” was oeprated at the foot of Main sTreet, 
and gave access to Station Camp and Red Lick. The “Upper 
Ferry”, located a short distance above Lock 12, gave access to 
Doe Creek and other communities beyond. 

When the toll bridge spanned the Kentucky River connecting 
Irvine with West Irvine, the Lower Ferry was discontinued.

In 1938 things were 
changing for our county, our 
family and all our neighbors. 
We could now actually begin 
to give a big sigh of relief. We 
were beginning to have some 
hope that the worst of the 
Depression was over. Things 
were changing and they were 
almost all for the better. 

One day, the absolutely 
most wonderful and truly 
unbelievable thing happened 
at our house. I came in from 
school and there on the wall 
was this great big box with 
a handle and a big black 
mouthpiece. I could hardly 
believe what my eyes were 
seeing. 

To my dismay, we were 
the proud owners of a 
telephone. We could not 
afford a private line, but that 
did not matter. Just the fact 
that it hung on our wall, in 


our house was enough for 
me. I can still remember 
the telephone ringing, two 
longs and a short. Everyone 
ran to answer the telephone. 
Everyone wanted to be able 
to tell their friends that they 
had actually talked on this 
wonderful new machine. 
When the telephone rang 
we not only heard the rings, 
but so did everyone else 
who was on our party line. 
It was explained to us that 
you never used the telephone 
without permission, and then 
only if you were very sure 
that no one else on our line 
was using it. 

We had a lady that lived 
alone on our street. She 
had no family and no one to 
talk to, so she spent her days 
listening to every call that 
came in. I believe my mother 
called it “eavesdropping.” 

One of the neighbors 
had confided in my mother 
that this was going on so 
she called us in and in no 
uncertain terms made us 
understand that if we ever 
did a thing like that; that we 
would be severely punished. 

Mother never, I mean 
never gossiped. All the 
neighbors came to visit and 
talked about the things that 
their families were concerned 
with at the time but never 
anything bad about any 
of their neighbors. They 
knew that any information 
imparted to my mother 
was safe and would never 


be divulged, therefore she 
was also their confidant and 
trusted problem-solver. 

Happily, mo st conversations 
were the exchanges of recipes 
or maybe asking for help 
to somehow make a simple 
decision. At times they came 
bearing gifts of clothes and 
shoes that their children had 
outgrown. Everyone still 
remembered the hard times 
and still wanted to help their 
neighbors if they could. 

Mamma quoted to us on 
many occasions that, “the 
tongue was sharper than a 
serpents tooth,” and that we 
were never to engage in idle 
gossip and if we did hear it, 
that we should never repeat it. 

To this day, I do not gossip 
and my friends will tell you 
that I do not participate in 
carrying tales. Many years 
later a lady made a remark 
to me that I have never 
forgotten, she said, “Beverly, 
if I can keep the dirt swept 
from my own front door I will 
be doing well.” I still consider 
these to be words of wisdom 
from a well meaning lady. 

The phone became a very 
important thing in our house. 
It always rung very early on 
Sunday mornings, and as 
soon as Daddy answered the 
phone he would dress and 
leave, but not until he had 
put on his suit, white shirt, 
and red neck tie. No one ever 
saw my daddy until he was 
dressed in a manner befitting 
a gentleman. 


For a long time we never 
knew where he went on these 
early morning trips, but over 
the years, from scraps and bits 
of over heard conversations 
between Mammy and Daddy, 
we finally figured it out. 

It seemed that everyone did 
not stay home on Saturday 
night and after they visited a 
certain local establishment, 
which shall remain 
anonymous, and stayed too 
long and sometimes had too 
much “moonshine”, they were 
escorted to the local jail and 
allowed to stay all night until 
they sobered up. 

As soon as they woke up, 
they called Daddy, and he 
would go to the jail and sign 
for them, and then they were 
allowed to go home. There 
were times when they were 
met at the door by a very 
angry wife who gave them top 
knots on their already hung- 
over and throbbing heads. 

My mother was 
undoubtedly the most open- 
minded and best-hearted 
wife that a man could ever be 
lucky enough to have. There 
was a certain gentleman, and 
very close friend of my daddy, 
who seemed to over-indulge 
occasionally on Saturday 
night. 

We awoke on many Sunday 
mornings to see our daddy’s 
friend asleep in our porch 
swing. He could not go 
home until he got in a little 
better shape, so he was always 
invited in, and Mamma gave 


him cold buttermilk to drink. 

When he got to feeling 
better, he would enjoy one 
of my mothers special 
Sunday morning breakfasts 
which consisted of fried 
chicken, fried potatoes, fried 
eggs, homemade jams and 
preserves, hot biscuits and 
white gravy. 

A breakfast like that drove 
away a lot of bad memories of 
when we only had mush for 
breakfast, but we still knew 
that we were lucky to have 
even had that. After a while 


we noticed that on Saturday 
nights when the weather was 
going to be cool and before 
she went to bed she would 
sometimes leave a pillow and 
a quilt in the swing. 

Some memories have 
vanished but others have 
crowded in to take their 
place. See you next week, and 
hopefully I can bring back 
more memories of long ago 
times. 

Remember that God loves 
you and will never turn you 
away.

Its nothing new to the American 
consumer that food packaging 
emphasizes only part of a products 
health story, and the fact that the 
nutritional labeling hasn’t been 
overhauled in 20 years hasn’t helped, 
says cardiologist and professional 
chef Michael S. Fenster, MD. 

A proposed update, which could 
take a year or more to appear on 
store shelves, is being driven by first 
lady Michelle Obama, as part of her 
“Let’s Move” campaign. 

“Our current nutrition labeling is 
the same as that implemented in the 
1990s, except with the 2006 addition 
of trans fats information. It’s based 
on nutrition data and eating habits 
from the 1970s and 1980s,” says “Dr. 
Mike,” author of “Eating Well, Living 
Better: The Grassroots Gourmet 
Guide to Good Health and Great 
Food,” (www.whatscookingwith 
doc.com). 

From the perspective of physician 
and foodie, he analyzes what’s good 
about the first lady’s proposed new 
label, and what could be improved. 

• Good: Calorie counts would 
be displayed in a bigger, bolder 
font. Emphasizing calories allows 
consumers to think with a helpful 
“energy in / energy out” baseline. 
Do I really need the calories in this 
product when I could stand to lose 
a few pounds? That’s a reasonably 
good question to promote. 

***Basing the value of food 
primarily on calories over-simplifies 
the evaluation process. An energy 
drink may have zero calories, but 
it’s not better for you than an apple, 
which may have 100 calories. We 
cannot overlook nutrition! 


• Good: Serving sizes would be 
determined from real data reflecting 
the portions real people typically eat. 
A serving of ice cream is expected 
to increase from a half cup to a full 
cup, and a one-serving muffin would 
be 4 ounces instead of 2 ounces, 
reflecting the obvious fact that 
people generally consume the whole 
scoop of ice cream and the whole 
muffin. 

***Food producers may simply 
change the size of pre-packaged 
portions to skirt the rules. Industry 
experts suggest some food 
manufacturers may just reduce the 
package size to make their labeling 
more seductive. When food is 
parceled into smaller packages, 
the price per unit usually increases 
- it becomes more expensive for 
consumers. 

• Good: New labeling would have 
listed separately, “added sugar.” The 
grams of sugar added, irrespective 
of whether it’s pure cane sugar, corn 
syrup, honey, sucrose or any other 
source, would be shown as one 
listed value. This is good because 
it starts to get into the quality and 
composition of the food product, at 
least indirectly. Many public health 
experts say “sweet creep” has been a 
major contributor to obesity, certain 
cancers, cardiovascular disease and 
diabetes. 

***This will likely be wildly 
controversial, prompting aggressive 
lobbying efforts that may have 
already begun. The Grocery 
Manufacturers Association and 
other industry groups note that 
the current label already includes 
the total amount of sugar in the 


product. The food industry argues 
that natural sugar and added sugar 
are chemically identical and that the 
body doesn’t differentiate between 
the two. However, a significant 
amount of research shows this is not 
completely true.

It was a beatific moment 
for me. 

Oblivious to those around 
me on that beautiful Sunday 
morning on November 15, 
1970, I stood at the summit 
of the Mount of Olives at 


the point where the old 
road from Bethany to 
Jerusalem crosses the 
Mount of Olives. 

Looking westward 
across the Kidron Valley, 
I saw the old city of 
Jerusalem and the Dome 
of the Rock which stands 
where the temple once 
stood. 

In the reverie of that 
moment, I imagined a 
scene from long ago. 

Jesus, riding a donkey, a 
symbol of one coming in 
peace, was making his way 
from Bethany and over the 
hill to Jerusalem. 

Near the summit of the 
Mount of Olives, a large 
crowd of enthusiastic 
people greeted him. 

Some members of the 
crowd spread their cloaks 


on the road before him 
while others took palm 
fronds from nearby trees 
and spread them on the 
road. 

Everyone 
shouted,“Hosanna to the 
Son of David. Blessed is he 
who comes in the name of 
the Lord.” 

After descending the hill 
on the west side of the 
Mount of Olives, Jesus 
crossed the Kidron Valley 
and entered Jerusalem. 

It was a grand and glorious 
way to enter Jerusalem. 

Historians have called that 
event the triumphal entry 
and it is remembered as a 
triumphant occasion on 
the day that has come to be 
known as Palm Sunday; but 
that is not the end. 

Before the week was over 


attitudes and loyalties of 
the people had changed 
demonstrably 

One of his disciples denied 
him, another disciple 
betrayed him, and the mob 
shouted, “Nail him to the 
cross!” 

Pilate yielded to their 
wishes and “had Jesus 
whipped and handed him 
over to be nailed to the 
cross.” 

Palm Sunday is more than 
a time to joyously celebrate 
a triumphant event. 

It is a time to somberly 
remember that the human 
mind can be fickle, and for 
little reason, loyalties can 
change in a moment.

Department of Agriculture offer soybean 
producers the opportunity to request a 
referendum on the Soybean Promotion 
and Research Order (Order), as authorized 
under the Soybean Promotion, Research, and 
Consumer Information Act (Act). 

The Act requires the Secretary of Agriculture 
to conduct a Request for Referendum every 
5 years after the initial referendum, which 
was conducted in 1994. The last Request for 
Referendum was conducted in 2009. Soybean 
producers who are interested in having a 
referendum to determine whether to continue 
the Soybean Checkoff Program are invited to 
participate. 

The Request for Referendum will be 
conducted at USD As county Farm Service 
Agency (FSA) offices. To be eligible to 
participate, producers must certify and 
provide documentation that shows that they 
produced soybeans and paid an assessment on 
the soybeans during the period of Jan. 1, 2012, 
through Dec. 31, 2013. 

Beginning May 5 and continuing through 
May 30, 2014, producers may obtain a form 
by mail, fax, or in person from the FSA 


county offices. Forms may also be obtained 
via the internet at http://www.ams.usda. 
gov/ AMsvl .O/Soybeaninformationon the 
SoybeanRequestforReferendum during 

the same time period. Individual producers 
and other producer entities may request 
a referendum at the county FSA office 
where their administrative farm records are 
maintained. For the producer not participating 
in FSA programs, the opportunity to request 
a referendum will be provided at the county 
FSA office where the producer owns or rents 
land. Completed forms and supporting 
documentation must be returned to the 
appropriate county FSA office by fax or in 
person no later than close of business May 
30, 2014; or if returned by mail, must be 
postmarked by midnight May 30, 2014, and 
received in the county FSA office by close of 
business on June 5, 2014. 

USDA will conduct a referendum if at least 
10 percent of the nations 569,998 soybean 
producers support a referendum. Not more 
than one-fifth of the producers who support 
having a referendum can be from any one State.

Kentucky hemlock trees face 
serious threat from invasive insect 


State forestry officials urge landowners to apply treatment 


Frankfort, Ky. (March 31, 
2014) - Tens of millions of 
Kentucky hemlock trees are at 
risk from a bug—just 1/16 th of 
an inch in size—that literally 
sucks the life out of the tree 
by feeding on the starches 
that are the trees food source. 
The Hemlock Woolly Adelgid 
(uh-DEL-jid), which has no 
natural predators, has infested 
trees in nearly a quarter of the 
states 120 counties, mostly in 
southeastern Kentucky, but 
also as far west as Lexington. 

“Hemlock trees are vital 
to the states ecosystem,” said 
Alice Mandt, Kentucky’s 
Hemlock Woolly Adelgid 
coordinator. “For example, as 
an evergreen, the shade they 
provide regulates the water 
temperature in streams. That 
produces higher oxygen levels 
in the water, allowing certain 
rare species of fish to exist.” 

But the hemlocks 
environmental value is only 
part of the story, says Mandt. 
“Hemlocks are a major piece 
of Kentucky’s scenic beauty. 
Losing them would be a 


terrible blow to the state’s 
natural landscape, which is 
one of the things that attracts 
tourists to Kentucky.” Already 
in a number of the impacted 
counties there are sizable 
locations where hemlocks 
have died or are dying. And 
the adelgid is spreading across 
the state, steadily migrating 
westward. 

Fighting the problem 

To combat the Hemlock 
Woolly Adelgid, forestry 
division workers are applying 
a chemical treatment around 
the base of the tree and are 
urging landowners to apply 
a similar treatment to their 
hemlocks by using any one 
of a number of products 
for trees and shrubs that 
contain the active ingredient 
imidacloprid. They simply 
mix and pour it around the 
base of the tree in what is 
known as a “soil drench.” “This 
is an effective and easy way to 
kill the adelgid and protect 
the trees,” said Mandt. “It’s 
certainly a lot less expensive 
than having to remove a tree 


or a stand of trees.” More than 
100,000 trees on state and 
public land have been treated. 

Another way for 
landowners to help control 
the spread of the pest is to 
not put birdfeeders in their 
hemlocks because birds are 
one of the main methods of 
transportation for the adelgid. 
In addition landowners can 
contact their local county 
extension office for additional 
information. 

The Hemlock Woolly 
Adelgid, which is native to 
Asia, has been steadily gaining 
ground in Kentucky over the 
past few years. Its presence 
has grown from two counties 
in 2006 to nearly 30 counties 
today. It was first found in the 
Eastern U.S. in Virginia in 
1951 and is now in 18 states. 

“We’re doing everything 
we can to stop this pest in 
its tracks so that Kentucky’s 
environment and natural 
beauty can be protected,” said 
Mandt.

Spring Fishing Frenzy: The 
white bass runs are finally here

It is now the first of 
April. If you asked most 
Kentuckians what it feels like 
weather wise, they would say 
it is the first of March. 

The warm winds finally 
began to blow from the South 
earlier this week and brought 
the white bass upstream with 
them. The spawning runs are 
finally here. 

“Last week, in Nolin River 
Lake, they were up to the 
Cane Run arm of the lake and 
should be between Bacon 
Creek Ramp and Broad 
Ford by now,” said Rob Rold, 
northeastern fisheries district 
biologist for the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources. 

“We’ve had a lot of 
warmer, sunny days lately and 
the water temperature at Wax 
Marina was 54 degrees on 
Tuesday.” Water temperatures 
breaking the 50 degree mark 
combined with rainfall signal 
to white bass that it is time to 
move upstream to reproduce. 

They need a gently rising 
river along with sun-warmed 
water to begin migrating 
from the main lake into the 
headwaters of reservoirs 
such as Nolin River Lake, 
Taylorsville Lake, Cave Run 
Lake, Herrington Lake and 
Lake Barkley. 

Nolin River Lake has 
arguably the best white bass 
population of any Kentucky 
reservoir. The really good 
fishing occurs from Lick 
Run all the way upstream 
to Wheelers Mill. Bank 
anglers have good access to 
both sides of Nolin River at 
the Nolin River Voluntary 
Public Access Area (VPA) 
via KY 728 (Priceville Road) 
and Kesselring Road. Bank 
anglers also fish at Bacon 
Creek Boat Ramp and at 
Broad Ford.Boaters should 
not venture upstream of 
Bacon Creek Boat Ramp as 
Nolin River Lake reverts back 
to the pool and riffle habitat 
of the pre-impoundment 
river at this point, risking the 
health of any boat motors 
lower unit. 

Local anglers are catching 
white bass around the KY 248 
Bridge in the headwaters of 
Taylorsville Lake in Anderson 
County White bass run as far 
up the Salt River as the once- 
vibrant river trading town 
of Glensboro in spring.The 
headwaters of Herrington 
Lake will be churning with 
white bass with the warming 


weather. This historic run 
spawned lure inventions and 
a regional reputation for 
incredible fishing. 

The legendary white 
bass fishery in Herrington 
Lake went through a fallow 
period in the 1990s and early 
2000s, but is now producing 
good numbers of white bass 
from 12 to 14 inches long. 
The good fishing starts near 
Bryant’s Camp Boat Ramp 
and upstream into Rankin 
Bottoms, near the KY 52 
Bridge between Lancaster 
and Danville. 

Bank anglers may access 
Rankin Bottoms at the Dix 
River VPA site at the end of 
Rankin Road off KY 52 near 
the bridge. This site grants 
over a mile of bank fishing 
for white bass.With water 
temperatures just reaching 
the low 50s, white bass 
are moving into the upper 
reaches of Lake Barkley 
They are also hitting in the 
Cumberland River just below 
Lake Barkley When the flows 
modulate slightly after the 
recent rains, the white bass 
will be active below locks 
and dams on the Green and 
Kentucky rivers.White bass 
fishing inspires such ardor 
in anglers because these fish 
strike practically anything 
that comes near them during 
their spawning runs. 

No other fishing compares 
to it when white bass are 
really on and biting. Bank 
anglers can enjoy fishing 
just as good as those fishing 
from boats.Herrington white 
bass anglers invented the 
plunker and fly presentation, 
originally comprised of a 
piece of broom handle with 
an eyelet screwed into it. 

They tied a piece of heavy 
monofilament to the eyelet 
with a treble hook dressed in 
white marabou at the other 
end. They cast this rig into 
the boils of feeding white bass 
and popped the rod to draw 
the attention of white bass. 
Modern anglers use a white 
chugger-style topwater with 
the back hook removed. They 
tie a piece of light braided 
or monofilament line to the 
eyelet of the hook and attach 
a 1/32-ounce marabou jig or 
a dressed treble hook to the 
business end. Some remove 
both hooks to keep the rig 
from tangling on the cast. 

This presentation still 
catches white bass as well 
as it did in the 1950s.White 


or chartreuse 1/16-ounce 
marabou or feather jigs 
suspended under bobbers and 
allowed to drift downstream 
also work extremely well 
on white bass. Adjust the 
depth of the bobber until it 
disappears from a fish. 

In-line spinners of 
practically any color, small 
silver spoons and white 2 
V^-inch curly-tailed grubs 
rigged on 1/8-ounce leadhead 
all score white bass.White 
bass are either right on top, 
a few feet deep or just above 
bottom. The depth you catch 
them changes from day to day 
and sometimes from hour to 
hour. Keep probing the water 
column until you find them. 
When they are mid-depth or 
deeper, the curly-tailed grub 
is hard to beat. 

The white bass are here, 
signaling this dreadful winter 
is finally gone for good. Get 
out in the next couple of weeks 
for the most exciting fishing
